time carv ed with his pen an immortal 
niche in the enduring tem ple of Fame. 
Not. in » he g enerally accepted sense of 
the term a reformer, he was just far 
enoug h in adv ance of popular senti­ 
ment to keep his finger on the pulse of 
tne people whom h 
oug hly, ami make an em inently safe 
and reliable leader in a most difficult 
crisis. 


Much has been said about Lincoln’s 


lustrations, but they were electrified 
by his eloquence and conv inced by hi* 
unanswerable log ic, and the memory 
of that hour became m dellibly fixed in 
the minds of ev ery auditor. Four year- 
later many of these had the pleasure, 
of performing an act of which they 
hav e ev er since been proud, of helping 
to place Mr. Lincoln where he could 
carry out, as head of the nation, the 
principles he so ably adv ocated. More 
than forty years hav e g one into the 
! g rand procession of the past since Lin­ 
coln on that day stood in our 
mid t. 
Today, were ho liv ing , he would be an 
old, old man, 
standing alm ost alone 
with nearly all the associates of his 
activ e life swept from the arena. 
It is 
better as it is. 
A leader of the men of 
his time, he led them into “ that bourn 
from whence no trav eler 
returns,” 
while here his memory still 
towers 
abov e them all. 
We lov e to think of 
him as he stood in the prime of an ac­ 
tiv e life, battling brav ely for the right, 
and g reener g rows his memory with 
each adv ancing year. 
To such men 
there is no death.

The Last of Jo h n B ro w n ’s 
Raiders 
Dead. 


A recent copy of the H obart (D ela ­ 
ware county, N. Y .) 
Independent is 
handed to us by our fellow-townsraan. 
B. J. G rant, containing an account of 
the death of his friend and form er reg­ 
im ental comrade, 
W m . J. C lark, 
of 
that town, 
who died in 
St. lamis on 
Saturday, Ja n . 27. 
Sheriff C lark , as he was known, had 
a somewhat adventurous though Dot 
reckless life. 
Mr. G ran t says he was 
one of the finest specimens of physical 
manhood he ever knew, six feet two in 
his stockings and splendidly propor­ 
tioned. 
F.arly in 
life he settled in 
P ra irie City, 
Kansas, only 20 miles 
from Ossawatomie, the home of John 
Brown, whose band he soon joined. He 
would have been in the famous H a r­ 
per's F e rry raid, but for the fact that 
be was severely 
wounded 
near Fort 
Scott in pursuit of horse 
thieves just 
previously. 
In the first year of ti e 
war he made an unsuccessful attempt 
to enlist, but was rejected on account 
of his youth. 
!n 1862, however, he en­ 
tered the 144th New Y o rk volunteers, 
and was rapidly promoted from private 
through the ranks of corporal, color 
sargeant, etc., to 1st lieutenant, which, 
during a prolonged absence of his cap­ 
tain, gave him the command of his 
company. 
He was shot through the 
neck in a skirm ish at Jam es Island, in 
September, 1863, and in February, 1865, 
he and his command were eommenda- 
torily mentioned for their gallan t con­ 
duct in the famous “ On to Chareston” 
charge. Since the war, w hile his home 
has been at Hobart, he has spent much 
of his time in travel, 
and it was w hile 
visiting the scenes of his early associa­ 
tion with Jo h n Brow n of Ossawatomie 
that he contracted the m alaria which 
resulted in his death at St. Louis.

Miles ever had in all his experience as 
an Indian tighter was that in his eu 
counter w ith Lame Dt*er. 
It was in 
1877, when he was still a colonel, dur 
ing his campaign against the Sioux and 
other hostile tribwi in the northwest 
Lame Deer and his outlaws hud been 
making trouble in Dakota, and Colonel 
Miles raided their village. 
He tells the 
rest of the story in his personal nrullec 
tions thus: 
“ In th«> surprise and excitement ot 
the w ild onset of the charge a group of 
warriors \s as forced away from the rest. 
Before making the attack 1 had ordered 
our Sioux and Cheyenne Indians to call 
out to the Lame Deer Indians that if 
they threw down their arms and sur 
rendered we would spare their lives. As 
we galloped up to this group of warriors 
they apparently recognized tho purjMirt 
of the demand and dropjM-d their arms 
on th»* ground. 
In order to assure them 
of our good w ill 1 called out, “ How 
how kola” (meaning friend), and ex 
tended my hand to the chief. Lam«* Deer, 
which he grasped, and in a f**w seconds 
more I would have secured him and the 
others, ius, although h«* was w ild and 
trembling w ith excitement, my adju 
taut, George \V. Baird, was doing the 
same w ith the head warrior. Iron Star 
“ Unfortunately just, at that time one 
of our white scouts rode up aind joint'd 
the group of officers and soldiers with 
me. 
He had more enthusiasm than tits 
cretion and, I presume, desired to insure 
my safety, as In* drew up his rifle and 
covered tin* Indian with it.

As quick us thought, w ith one d«*s 
perute, jKiwerful effort, he wrenched his 
hand from mine, although 1 tried to 
hold it, and gras]>ed his rifle from tin* 
ground, ran backw ard a f e w steps, rais 
«*<1 bis rifi«* to his eye and fired. 
Seeing 
his determined face, his sot jaw, w ild 
eye and tin* opm muzzle of bis rifle, 1 
realized my danger and instantly w hirl 
od my hors«* from him, and in tbisqnick 
movement the horse slightly settled back 
ujxm bis haunches. At that moment the 
rifle flashed w ithin ten feet of me, the 
bullet w hizzed past my breast, leaving 
me unharmed, but unfortunately k illing 
a brave soldier near my side. ’’ 
N aturally the whole scattered band 
of Indians w as instantly wiped out by a 
clos** and deadly fire from the soldiers. 
The incident is typical of the whole 
series of Indian campaigns in which 
General Miles figure«! in the last quarter 
of a century.

thwarted by the natural suspicions of 
th • savages ihfmselven, is apparent ail 
through the Uxjk.
